Wo or three reaſons moued me 
(dear Catholick Reader) to ſpẽd 
f a few houres in tianſlating this 
litle Treatiſe of Indulgences, out of Ita- 
lian, into our vulgare tongue.

Ihe ſecond reaſon that moued me was, 
for that many Catholickes of our owng 
nation being wholly ignorant of the la- 
tin tongue, or not ſo ſufficiently inſtruc · 
ted in this docttrine as they ought : may 
many times for want of knowledg, de- 
ceaue them ſelues, or otherwiſe be de-

vie inal Catholick Countries in Chriſtẽ· 
dome, for the ſpace of more then a thou- 
ſand ycares together, being confirmed 
by Scriptures, Fathers, Doctors, Coun- 
cels, general, & prouincial, from time to 
time, as true, wholſome , and ſounde

unto, may be, that whereas Pope Gre- 
gory the 13. of bleſſed memory, ſee ing

Redemer, Propitiator, & onely Sauiour, 
& to his merits alone, we aſcribe the re- 
miſſion of Original ſinne, actual & mor- 
tal finne, and the eternal paine and latife 
faction thercunto belougirg: al this, 1 
ſay, we aſcribe to him ſelt alone, and to 
none other. Yea we alſo attribute vn- 
to him more then this, to wit, that ſo 
powerful are the merits of his ſacred paſ- 
ſion, that by the vertue thereof, he can 
delegate and communicate this power & 
remiſſion of ſinnes, and temporal ſatis - 
fad ion, vnto others. And we alſo con- 
feſſe. the ſatisfactio s of the Sainctes, to 
be of no force or valour at al, if they wer: 
not ĩoyned with his: and that they take 
their force from him, & that our Sau- 
ours ſatisfactions, are infinite, in them 
ſelues, neuer to he exhauſted. And that
